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Rehabilitation Client Makes 
Good When Given ‘Chance;’ 


Clears $500 In Two Years 


Starting the year 1936 with noth- 
ing at all and winding up the 
year 1937 with assets conserva- 
tively estimated at $500.00, to say 
nothing of what was consumed 
during that period of time, makes 
a record any farmer should be 
proud of, Mr. Willie Richards, 
rural rehabilitation client, in an 
interview with The Clipper ‘Tues- 
day morning, modestly told of how 


he just took advantage of the 
‘chance’ that was given him to 
make srood, and had achieved this 


record by diligent effort, 

Mr, Richards, well known in the 
Sand Hill community, several miles 
South of Elba, formerly was ‘mill- 
er’ at the Thomas Mill, There 
are seven in the Richards family. 
He has been afflicted with rheuma- 
tism for several years and is bad- 
ly stooped from the disease, With 
this handicap and other misfor- 
tunes the family had a pretty hard 
tyme, “At the beginning of 1936 
we didn't hardly have a change of 
clothing, much less anything else. 
Then the opportunity came for us 
to get on the rehabilitation farm- 
ing program, and we started out 
with the determination to make 
good, It is really the only chance 
we have ever had,’ said Mr. 
Richards. 

Mr. Richards cultivated 21 acres 
on what is known as the Moody 
place during 1936, using a steer, 
His indebtedness to the administra- 
tion for the year was $251.00. At 
the close of the year he had paid 
back $220.00 of that amount and 
had food enough for his family 
and stock and some to spare, 

Beginning 1937 with better pros- 
pects, Mr. Richards bought another 
steer and has succeeded in making 
a record far above the average for 
any kind of farmer. This year 
he has produced the following 
crops: 

3 bales of cotton. 

10,742 pounds of peanuts. 

7 tons of hay. aa 

200 bushels of corn, 

120 bushels of potatoes. 

65 gallons of syrup. 

900 pounds of dry peas. 


The family has maintained a 
good garden during the year, and 
109 quarts of vegetables and fruits 
have been pu. up to help out this 
winter's food supply. A $10 press- 
ure cooker was added to the fam- 
ily's assets during the canning 
season, 

Two milk cows and calves, twen- 
ty hens, one brood sow, seven 
shoates for the family meat supply 
are also listed with the family 
holdings, together with a supply 
of farm tools, all in good condi- 
tion. Mr. Richards’ 1937 loan 
amounted to $280.50. He has paid 
this in full and has an abundance 
of feed stuff, more than enough to 
supply him for another year. Fact 
is, he says that if he just had 
some “grease” to help season his 
vegetables and other food with 
that he could almost get along 
without buying any food, and that 
he will not need much help for 
another year, 

So determined was the family 
to make good that they have 
taken advantage of every opportu- 
nity, and when the time could be 
spared from their crops they help- 
ed neighbors in gathering and have 


added to their income in this man-| 


ner. Four of the Richards children 
are now in school and everything 
looks brighter for the future. 

There are no doubt many other 
rehabilitation clients in the county 
who have made good records, but 
we doubt a better one can be 
found, especially considering the 
circumstances such as surrounded 
Mr. Richards. 

Mr. J. H. Wise is farm super- 
visor and Miss Patty Kroell is 
home supervisor, under whose di- 
rections Mr, Richards and his fam- 
ily worked suring the year,
